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CORONATION 
We notice the Russian and Galician 
farmers living east of here, have solv- 
ed the grain transportation preblem 
at present, wy . teeding largely to 
stock and making them walk out te 
Edmonton where there is always a 
wood market. They are on the righi 
track to make farming pay, and like- 
wise keep up the fertility of their 
farms. Thess who adopt this sysiem 
will lose no sleep over a grain bilock- 
ade, Many of cur English speaking 
population ‘would do well to take a 
leaf out of their book and keen ii 
pasted in their hats, This is the sure 
key to success in farming. 

Farmers would do well to insure 
their crops early and take no more 
chances of hail not coming this season. 
Those who have crops can pay 10 cents 
per acre. And those who should hap- 
pen to eet hailed the amount paid will 
always help to carry them over iil 
next season. This is one of the bes 
laws ever placed by a legislature on 
the statute books for farmers and 
ought to be appreciated, 

If you want t@ make money raising 
hogs, harness the wind. Buy a aermo. 
tor at once, and do all your own chop- 
ping of grain at home, pump your wa- 
ter, cnt your wood and also your fod- 
dex, make a large hopper, fill it uy 
with grain, oil up, turn your wheel in- 
te the wind, and away it goas, and 
when it stons nobody knows. Sow 
enough eats, barley or wheat! or 
seed down to brome grass, aceording 
to the number of hogs kept to have 
plenty of pasture. Let it grow a few 
inches high before turning them in, 
and you wi'i be surprised, that you 
never tried this plan before. Let 
them have plenty of fresh water and 
%, good shade to sleep in. Feed them 
some coal regularly. You wi! be sur- 
prised how much they will eat. Grow- 
ing hogs like a ration of ena’ as regu- 
lac as they do of grain. Thore ‘s no 
substance in iis podiaiinl state that a 
hor, tikes which would be harmful if 
free access is given at all iimes or ai 
frequent interva's, 

Fodder seems to be scarce around 
here this spring than usua’ on account 
of so many farmers burning their 
straw stacks. Why farmers shou'd 
burn their straw stacks every fall is 
a conundrum. There is always plenty 
of room on the farm to stack siraw 
without pucting it in the centre of 
the field.

Now that settlers ure pouring into 
the Edmonton district in hundreds and 
thousands ‘by raibway, there is a uni- 
versal complaint adcainst the tourist 
ear accommpdation in geaching here, 
and a still louder and more unanimous 
romplaint against the difficulties of 
the roads in reaching “2 lhomesiead 
from the railway. It miay be interesi- 
ing to recall the beginning of that 
immigration iwenty years ago and 
th: circumstances which surrounded 
it. The way had to be made easier or

{it is taken from a skeich made by 
Miss Henderson now Mrs. Stewart, 
who was on: of the party, Mr. and 
Mrs. Henderson and children and their 
son-in-law, Mr. T. Stewart, left Chil- 
liwhack in the spring of 1880 and tray- 
elled Dy pack train over: the present 
railway route to Kamloops, and 
thence over the old Mackenzie survey 
by the Jasper Pass to Fidmonton, ar 
riving here on October 20th. The dis- 
tance travelled was about a thousand 
miles. From Kamloops to Edmonton 
there was only a pack trail which had 
never been very much used. Several 
of the children of the family were 
small and were carried in saddle bags. 
i880 was an unfavorable year at Ed- 
monton, and when Mr. and Mrs. Hen- 
dersen arrived after their thousand 
mile trip they found the country coy- 
ered with snow, and some of the grain 
uncut, having been damaged by frost. 
It was a cold weleome after such a 
long trip, but Mr. and Mrs. Henderson 
were not discouraged, and in the years 
that have since elapsed have demon- 
strated the capabilicies of the coun- 
try, and its possibiliiies for success, to 
a very satisfactory decree. At the 
time of Mr. and Mrs. Henderson’s ar- 
rival, Winnipeg was the nearest rail- 
road point to Edmonton and it was a 
thousand miles away. The changes of} 
twenty years, alchough not as quick 
as was hoped for in the ‘beginning, 
have still been very reat. How great 
the contrast between the means - of 
reaching here then and now, shows 
most plainly. Then the arrival of a 
single family was an event. Now the 
arrival ofa hundred a day passes un- 
noticed.
